New greyhound 
track could get 
the go-ahead 


PLANS to build a major greyhound 
track in Northamptonshire look set 
to be approved by officials, despite 
an international campaign against 
the scheme. 

The owners of Towcester Racecourse re¬ 
vealed plans to build “the country’s premiere 
greyhound track” in October last year. 

It is estimated the development would cre¬ 
ate more than 80 jobs and attract large num¬ 
bers of visitors to the county. 

But more than 1,300 people from across the 
world have signed a petition against the devel¬ 
opment because they oppose greyhound rac¬ 
ing on ethical grounds. 

A further 30 people from France, five from 
Belgium and others from Switzerland and The 
Philippines have also written to South North¬ 
amptonshire Council, calling on the authority 
to block the development. But when members 
of the council’s planning committee meet next 
week, they are expected to give the scheme the 
green light. 

In a report which will be seen by council¬ 
lors, Maria Philpott from the council’s plan¬ 
ning department said concerns about animal 
welfare could not stop the development being 


given planning permission. 

She said: “While accepting that the proposed 
greyhound racing track is sensitive and con¬ 
troversial, it is not within the remit of plan¬ 
ning legislation to consider the merits of such 
a proposal on welfare or ethical grounds.” 

As well as the people who objected to the 
development for ethical reasons, a number 
of local residents also raised concerns about 
the impact it would have on traffic and noise 
in the area. 

But recommending the scheme should be 
given the go ahead. Miss Philpott argued that 
it would bring significant benefits to the coun¬ 
ty 

She said: “The proposal will provide ad¬ 
ditional recreation and leisure facilities at 
Towcester Racecourse that will help to secure 
its long term viability and bring additional 
economic benefits to Towcester and the wider 
district.” 

If the plan is approved, the greyhound track 
would be used every Saturday from 6pm until 
11.15pm. 

The council’s planning committee will meet 
in Towcester today to decide if the plan should 
go ahead.

Northampton General Hospital has carried out £3m more in treat¬ 
ments than expected in the last year 

NHS spends 
£19m not 
predicted 


NHS managers could have 
to dip into emergency funds 
to cover a spend on North¬ 
amptonshire hospital pa¬ 
tients of almost £19 million 
more than expected. 

Figures show A&E consultations 
and subsequent stays on wards, 
as well as unconnected follow-up 
appointments, have all seen thou¬ 
sands more cases than health boss¬ 
es expected. 

At NGH alone, it has resulted 
in £3 million worth of extra treat¬ 
ment being carried out in the last 
year than was forecast. 

Moya McVicar, of the patient 
watchdog Northamptonshire LINk, 
said: “The trouble is the predic¬ 
tions of how many patients doctors 
and nurses will deal with are based 
on census figures that are about 
nine years out of date. 

“If you think how much the town 
must have changed in that time. 


it’s no wonder they are getting it 
wrong. 

“Additionally, we’ve also had 
no let-up in emergency cases last 
spring and summer and that all 
builds up. 

“I don’t think NGH has the ca¬ 
pacity to cope with the level of 
admissions it is getting and these 
figures seem to reflect that.” 

The latest NHS Northampton¬ 
shire board papers show that in De¬ 
cember 2011, NGH was £1.9 million 
over budget and Kettering General 
was £4.5 million over budget. 

There was also £10.3 million more 
than expected spent on specialist 
care for county patients at hospi¬ 
tals outside of Northamptonshire, 
for example dealing with brain in¬ 
juries following car accidents. 

Some of that figure is also ac¬ 
counted for by patients choosing 
to be treated under the NHS but at 
private hospitals, a legal right in¬ 
stituted in April 2009. 


Golf course plan for 
holiday apartments

built at a golf course in Northamp¬ 
tonshire. 

Plans for the development would 
see the facilities built at the Whit- 
tlebury Park Golf and Country 
Club, near Silverstone.

Patients 
left without 
TV access 


PATIENTS at Northampton General 
Hospital have been left without the 
use of a bedside TV, internet and tel¬ 
ephone system while a new system is 
installed. 

The hospital is currently a third 
of the way through an installation 
programme that will see all wards 
equipped with more modern facili¬ 
ties, including internet, email and 
films on demand. 

Nine wards have been fitted with the 
new equipment supplied by a compa¬ 
ny called Hospedia but the remaining 
16 wards are currently without any 
TV, internet or telephone service. 

A spokesman for Northampton 
General Hospital said the new equip¬ 
ment was scheduled to be installed 
on all the wards by March 16. 

The spokesman said: “The old sys¬ 
tem was nearing the end of its life, 
with many of the units becoming un¬ 
serviceable and unable to be used. 

“We now have a new supplier called 
Hospedia, which is currently a third 
of the way through an installation 
programme that will see all wards 
equipped with more modern facili¬ 
ties, including internet, email and 
films on demand. 

“Regrettably it does mean that 
wards yet to be installed with the 
new equipment are currently with¬ 
out a TV system, and we apologise to 
patients who may be disappointed by 
this. 

“The new screens will provide a 
much enhanced service compared 
with what was previously available, 
and for the duration of the rollout 
the new Hospedia system will pro¬ 
vide free TV and telephone calls for 
all users.” 

Northampton Borough and County 
Councillor Mike Hallam (Con, Park- 
lands) said he had written to the chief 
executive of the Northampton Gener¬ 
al Hospital to ask for clarification on 
why the TV, internet and telephone 
system was unavailable. 

Councillor Hallam said: “When 
people are bed-ridden and don’t have 
much to do, the loss of the TV, in¬ 
ternet and telephone network could 
leave them feeling isolated.”

ROAD safety cam¬ 
paigners have de¬ 
scribed figures which 
show more than 120 
people in the county 
were caught driving 
while more than four 
times the legal limit

Data obtained under a 
Freedom of Information 
request to Northampton¬ 
shire Police shows 127 
people were breathalysed 
with a reading of above 
140mg of alcohol in 100ml 
of breath between 2009 
and 2011. The legal limit 
is 35mg. 

The highest figures re¬ 
corded over that period 
range from just under 
five times the legal limit 
to more than five-and-a- 
half times the limit. 

Richard Coteau, from 
road safety charity 
Brake, labelled the num¬ 
bers “shocking”.

able, and causes needless 
preventable deaths on our 
roads. 

“These statistics show 
a shocking number of 
drivers are wilfully tak¬ 
ing huge risks with their 
lives and the lives of oth¬ 
ers, while driving under 
the influence of large 
amounts of alcohol.” 

Sue Jackson, of ac¬ 
cident victims’ charity 
RoadPeace, said she be¬ 
lieved the figures reflect¬ 
ed a rise in the number 
of people turning to al¬ 
cohol to cope with crises 
in their lives, like losing 
their jobs and homes, or 
money worries. 

She said: “I work as 
an NHS counsellor and I 
have seen a rise in short¬ 
term crises in people’s 
lives. One of the escapes 
for these is to drink.” 

Insp Nigel Rickaby 
said the figures reflected 
a wider picture where 
about 100 people per 
month were caught driv¬ 
ing in the county while 
over the limit.

quences of drink-driving 
could be worse if people 
were caught so far over 
the limit, but stressed no 
amount of alcohol was 
safe for motorists. 

He said: “When peo¬ 
ple choose to excessively 
drink that is their person¬ 
al decision and they have 
to accept the consequenc¬ 
es if they choose to drive 
a vehicle. The courts will 
take into account people 
who are over the legal 
limit, and the higher over 
the limit they are, the 
more that will be reflect¬ 
ed in the sentence.” 

“The message I want 
to get out there is just 
don’t drink and drive,” 
he added. “It’s illegal and 
it’s not worth the risk. 
Drink-driving can have 
consequences for the in¬ 
dividual, their wider fam¬ 
ily and other members of 
the public. It could lead 
to imprisonment, con¬ 
viction, and affect their 
mortgage, employment, 
children’s schooling - all 
for the sake of a couple of 
drinks.”

LEARNER drivers in North¬ 
ampton have been given a 
hard-hitting presentation 
about the tragic conse¬ 
quences of road accidents 
as part of a pilot being run 
by the fire service and a 
driving school. 

The first of the presentations, 
which include graphic photos of 
real-life road traffic accidents in 
Northamptonshire, was given to 
learners at Mereway Fire Station 
as part of a drive to tackle road 
deaths. 

The programme is currently be¬ 
ing run as a pilot between North¬ 
amptonshire Fire and Rescue and 
One L of a Driving School, based 
in Northampton. 

Drivers have been given the 
option of attending the presenta¬ 
tion and fire chiefs hope to extend 
the programme into dozens more 
driving schools over the coming 
months. 

Steve Parr, casualty reduction 
officer, said the hour-long ses¬ 
sion contained some potentially 
upsetting footage of crashes, but 
stressed it showed the “reality” 
of accidents. 

He said: “The reality of a car 
crash is it is not fluffy and nice. 
But the idea is not to put people 
off driving, it is show people that 
if things do go wrong then it can 
change your life and your fami¬ 


ly’s lives.” 

He said the idea was hatched 
during discussions with the driv¬ 
ing school at a recent freshers 
fair, held at The University of 
Northampton. He added: “Hope¬ 
fully we will get more and more 
schools involved. They will then 
bring their students and hopeful¬ 
ly understand why the decisions 
they make, whether it is using a 
mobile phone, drink driving, not 
wearing a seat-belt or speeding, 
can impact on their lives. 

“A lot of people sit through 


the presentation in stunned si¬ 
lence and most people don’t like 
what they see. But a little bit of 
discomfort now might make you 
make the right decision.” 

Jill Bartlam, owner of One L 
of a Driving School, said: “It is 
quite hard hitting and it is quite 
graphic in places but I think it 
really does bring home to them 
what can happen. We are happy 
to be part of a safer driver cam¬ 
paign and we are just happy to get 
as many people as possible to see 
it.”

Church launches 
hid to pay for roof 



A CHURCH has launched 
an urgent appeal for tens 
of thousands of pounds to 
restore its leaking roof and 
halt the threat to church 
services and local commu¬ 
nity groups. 

St Francis Church in Duston 
currently uses buckets to cope with 
the water dripping into the main 
congregation area and into the 
community hall - but the damaged 
roof will not last much longer. 

Team vicar, the Rev Heather 
Wilson, said the first stage of the 
repairs would cost £30,000 and en¬ 
sure the community hall was fit 
for use, followed by a second stage 
of at least a further £30,000 which 
would ensure the entire building 
was once again protected from 
rainfall. 

Ms Wilson said: “It’s been possi¬ 
ble in the past to patch up the roof 
but there is nothing left to patch 
any more, we need a completely 
new roof. 

“The first stage of the roof re¬ 
pairs are urgent, because it covers 
an area that the whole community 
uses, not just the church. 

“We want that area done first so 
community groups can continue 
using the hall without worry. 

“We can put up with using buck¬ 
ets during our church services for 
the moment. 


“When the snow melted we had 
a lot of rain coming through the 
roof and knew the situation was 
urgent. We have plenty of water 
we’d rather not have, so anyone is 
welcome to buckets of it.” 

Discussions with architects and 
construction companies about the 
restoration works to the flat roof 
have started, and it is hoped the 
first stage will start in the next 
three months. 


The church will use its £20,000 
contingency fund and has already 
received a further £4,000 in dona¬ 
tions. 

The church committee is await¬ 
ing responses from a number of 
grant schemes and has a number 
of planned fund-raising events. 

A table top sale will be held at 
the church on March 10 and on 
Tuesday, April 3 The Cantare Sing¬ 
ers will perform at the church.

THE family of a 10-year- 
old girl who suffered an 
allergic reaction that 
left her unable to walk 
for two months have 
raised £1,600 for the 
Red Cross in Northamp¬ 
ton to buy eight new 
wheelchairs. 

Chloe Pickering was eight 
when she suffered from He- 
noch-Schonlein purpura 
(HSP), a reaction that caused 
swelling and arthritis to at¬ 
tack her joints, making mov¬ 
ing very painful.

Chloe’s parents, Tony 
and Katrina, raised £1,600 
through donations from the 
Mason’s Kingsley Lodge, in 
Northampton, of which Mr 
Pickering is a member, Brix- 


worth Masonic Dining Club 
and the Masonic Province of 
Northamptonshire. 

The family, including 
Chloe’s brother Luke, 11, yes¬ 
terday handed a cheque to 
the Red Cross at its office in 
Moulton Park. 

Mrs Pickering, aged 44, 
said: “We just thought it was 
a way of saying thank you for 
the help.” 

The family, of Floribunda 
Drive, Briar Hill, are encour¬ 
aging people to support the 
charity’s ongoing Big Wheel 
Appeal, which aims to raise 
£16,000 to buy 80 new wheel¬ 
chairs. 

Mr Pickering, aged 49, said: 
“When Chloe found walk¬ 
ing particularly painful, the 
wheelchair meant she didn’t 
miss out on school, family ac¬ 
tivities, seeing her friends or 
going on the annual Brownie 
trip.” 

Nearly two years on, Chloe 
has made a full recovery and 
even won county medals for 
her gymnastics skills. 

Justin Prescott, the dial- 
a-wheelchair service co-or¬ 
dinator, said: “The need is 
increasing, especially during 
summer months when people 
are out and about more. We 
often have a waiting list.”

A RAIL passenger who 
yelled homophobic 
abuse to a man at a train 
station following a jour¬ 
ney from Northampton 
is being sought by po¬ 
lice. 

British Transport Police 
released these CCTV images 
of a distinctively-dressed man 
they want to speak to over 
the alleged hate crime, which 
officers said left the victim 
shaken. They believe the sus¬ 
pect boarded the 4.20pm train 
to Birmingham at Northamp¬ 
ton station at the same time as 
the 30-year-old victim and his 
friend. 

All three got off at Bir¬ 
mingham New Street at 
about 5.20pm when a man ap¬ 
proached the victim and al¬ 
legedly began shouting homo- 
phobic abuse at him. The pair 
tried to walk away but were 
pursued by the man who con¬ 
tinued to insult the victim. 

Police said they want to 
speak to the man captured on 
CCTV at Birmingham New 
Street as they believe he has 
information that can assist 
the investigation. 

They also appealed for any¬ 
one who witnessed the alleged 
abuse, which happened on 
Monday, February 6, on plat¬ 
form three, to come forward. 

Pc Jas Bathal, investigat¬ 
ing officer for the British 
Transport Police, said: “As the 
victim and his friends made 
their way towards the station 
exit, the offender continues to 
shout homophobic remarks 
towards the victim, leaving 
both the victim and his friend 
visibly shaken by the man’s 
unprovoked comments. 



“This type of behaviour is 
offensive and intimidating 
and has absolutely no place on 
the rail network. Homophobic 
abuse will simply not be toler¬ 
ated and I am determined to 
identify the person responsi¬ 
ble and bring him to justice. 

“But I need help from the 
public. If you witnessed the 
incident, or if you know the 
identity of the man in these 
photographs, please call Brit¬ 
ish Transport Police.”

Hospital backing 
feedback website 


A WEBSITE which allows 
patients to review their ex¬ 
perience of Northampton 
General Hospital has re¬ 
vealed that less than half of 
visitors would recommend 
its services. 

But the feedback has been wel¬ 
comed by the hospital who said it 
helped them to improve care. 

National research into the 
NHS Choices site, similar to the 
holiday review site TripAdvisor, 
shows patients are accurately re¬ 
flecting the cleanliness and care 
provided in hospitals in their re¬ 
views, when compared with an¬ 
nual death and infection rates. 

The recent study by academ¬ 
ics at Imperial College London 
has been welcomed by the Gov¬ 
ernment this week which said 


patient feedback could be ‘even 
more valuable than previously 
thought’. 

Fiona Barnes, NGH director 
of nursing, midwifery and pa¬ 
tient services, said: “We regularly 
monitor and respond to comments 
about NGH posted on to the NHS 
Choices website, and take action 
where necessary 

“We welcome all feedback 
- whether positive or negative - 
and the website is just one way of 
enabling patients to let us know 
their views. 

“We’re committed to continual¬ 
ly improving the services we pro¬ 
vide, and so we’re happy to hear 
feedback in whatever form people 
feel comfortable in using. 

“The more specific and imme¬ 
diate the feedback, the more use¬ 
ful it is to us. 


“We do get a lot of positive com¬ 
ments too, and of course we re¬ 
ally appreciate it when people get 
in touch to say how satisfied they 
were, as this gives a real morale 
boost to our staff.” 

The site, which allows users 
to detail their recent experience, 
shows that 45 per cent of review¬ 
ers would recommend the hospi¬ 
tal. 

Ministers launched the NHS 
Choices website three years ago. 

Ms Barnes added that alongside 
the website, the hospital recom¬ 
mends patients or relatives speak 
to the sister or matron in charge 
at the time to enable staff to cor¬ 
rect the issue more promptly

Drought worry for 
county's farmers 


Richard Houghton, chairman of the 
Northamptonshire branch of the Na¬ 
tional Farmers' Union, is concerned at 
water shortages in the county 



FARMERS are bracing 
themselves for a run of bad 
seasons as the drought 
continues in Northampton¬ 
shire, with poor prospects 
of imminent rainfall. 

Concern is increasing among 
the farming and growing indus¬ 
try after months of drastically 
low rainfall conditions which 
have not been seen since 1921. 

The Environment Agency 
this week warned of a very real 
threat of water restrictions to be 
imposed on residents in the coun¬ 
ty this summer. 

But it will be farmers across 
Northamptonshire that will feel 
the financial cost of the drought. 

Although no farms in the 
county use irrigation, and there¬ 
fore would not be affected by any 
possible restrictions, the strain 
on water resources could mean 
damaged crops and high price of 
animals. 

Richard Houghton, the North¬ 
amptonshire chairman of the 
National Farmer’s Union, who 
runs a mixed farm in Yardley 
Hastings, said the effects had al¬ 
ready been felt by the industry 
over the autumn, when farmers 
needed more power and fuel to 
turn the hard, dry ground. 

He added it will now affect the 
spring season: “Knowing that 
there is no water reserves in the 


ground means we have to exer¬ 
cise caution. 

“It will be a very hard spring 
if this prolonged period of dry 
weather continues, it will reduce 
the yields and affect what people 
will plant. 

“It may mean that the planting 
is delayed to May or June and we 
lose out on a few months, which 
could affect the next planting sea¬ 
son. The grass won’t grow as well 
which will affect the feeding of 


livestock. 

“There are many impacts and 
obviously this all has an initial 
financial effect. 

“There is concern at how things 
will turn out, but farmers in Brit¬ 
ain are used to having to make 
the best out of what we have.” 

The region is in its first drought 
since 1996 and the Environment 
Agency has urged residents to 
carefully consider their water us¬ 
age.

Medal for police 
officer in Afghan 
gun fight escape 


A HIGHLY-coveted medal 
has been presented to a 
police officer from North¬ 
amptonshire who helped 
230 people to safety when 
a building came under gun 
fire in Afghanistan. 

Det Chief Insp Ally Wright is 
currently seconded to the Euro¬ 
pean Police Mission (EUPOL) in 
Kabul, where he is heading an in¬ 
ternational programme to train 
local police officers. 

In September, the EUPOL HQ 
came under indirect attack from 
insurgents who used rocket-pro¬ 
pelled grenades and automatic 
firearms to attack nearby build¬ 
ings. 

DCI Wright, from Woodford 
Halse, helped lead the 230 men 
and women working at EUPOL to 
a bunker as the insurgents, based 
only 600 yards away, continued 
their onslaught. 

The fighting went on for 14 
hours in what has been described 
as a “serious, life threatening, 
hostile war environment” which 
included relentless explosions 
and the sound of automatic gun-

fire overhead. 

Inside the bunker, DCI Wright 
helped to make prayer rooms, 
sanitation, medical facilities and 
emergency rations available for 
those inside. 

He also helped to keep the work¬ 
force informed and updated about 
what was happening outside 
throughout the attack, despite a 
multitude of different languages 


being spoken by the representa¬ 
tives of 23 different countries. 

The attack eventually came 
to an end when members of the 
Special Forces killed nine insur¬ 
gents. During the attack 40 people 
were killed and a large number 
injured. 

DCI Wright received a prestig¬ 
ious Silver Medal from the head 
of the EUPOL policing mission 
for his outstanding leadership 
during the attack. 

He said: “I had just sat down to 
start a meeting when I heard gun¬ 
fire followed by a massive explo¬ 
sion. I cannot begin to explain in 
words how loud the noise was. 

“Not only could I hear the noise 
I could see missiles flying over 
our heads. At some points I had to 
grab Afghan nationals from their 
office and push them in the direc¬ 
tion of the bunker. 

“Inside the bunker I could see 
people were terrified. The Afghan 
women in particular were shak¬ 
ing, some were in tears.” 

DCI Wright, who works for 
Warwickshire Police, will be re¬ 
turning to the UK next week to 
receive a special commendation.

A sweet treat 


IF you were expecting 
the traditional Nutcracker 
ballet featuring Victorian 
festive opulence, battling 
mice and sweeties that are 
actually 'sweet'; you're not 
going to get it here. 

Under Matthew Bourne's 
imaginative hand the 
Nutcracker! at Milton Key¬ 
nes Theatre takes a wide 
deviation from the 19th 
century two-act ballet, 
originally choreographed 
by Marius Petipa and Lev 
Ivanov. 

Gone is the lavish party 
and beautiful Christmas 
tree in the opening I knew, 
and in its place an orphan¬ 
age of Dickensian bleak¬ 
ness, with cracked walls, 
a dead tree that Christmas 
forgot and miserly owners 
Dr Dross and his wife. 

The leather-clad Dross 
contrives to create a pleas¬ 


ant-ish atmosphere for the 
benefit of visitors, only to 
snatch back the gifts from 
the children as soon as 
they leave. 

In a new twist Clara is one 
of the orphans, and the 
Nutcracker boy is a fellow 
orphan, whom she has 
taken a fancy to. 

We also meet Fritz and 
Sugar, a cruel, yet highly 
amusing pair, who terror¬ 
ise the deprived children. 
This blackly comic mel¬ 
ancholia is interrupted by 
the transformation of the 
Nutcracker Prince, which 
sparks a revolt and the 
eventual escape for the 
children from the clutches 
of Dross. 

But as the next scene 
transports them into 
Sweetieland, it is clear 
this candified land will be 
anything but pleasurable 


for Clara. 

The cast of sweets form an 
array of salacious char¬ 
acters including; the vain 
break dancing Licorice 
All Sorts trio, a lecherous 
Knickerbocker Glory and 
yobbish Gobstopper boys. 
All the new characters 
are linked to their orphan¬ 
age counterparts and Dr 
and Mrs Dross are now 
the glamourous rulers of 
Sweetieland, where there 
is a lot of licking and gy¬ 
rating, but little kindness. 
Clara must also watch as 
Princess Sugar, formerly 
Sugar, steals her prince, 
but I doubt there will be 
many not happy with the 
ending, even if it does 
again diverge somewhat 
from what you might 
expect. 

Despite the vast changes 
to this ballet, some things 


remain the same. 

First love and coming of 
age is still a prevailing 
theme, and Tchaikovsky's 
iconic score still accom¬ 
panies, although it is an 
orchestral recording by 
the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra which doesn't 
quite measure up to hear¬ 
ing them live. 

Although the dancing is 
quite wonderful, especially 
from Hannah Vassallo as 
Clara and ChrisTrenfield 
as the Nutcracker, I didn't 
feel some of the dances, 
especially those performed 
in heels, featured the emo¬ 
tional expression of some 
of the originals. 

All this said, this flight 
of imagination creates a 
visual spectacular, that 
perhaps gives the audi¬ 
ence more to think about 
than its predecessors. 


REVIEW: 

Romeo and Juliet 



THE words of Shake¬ 
speare as recorded in 
his plays and sonnets 
are widely regarded 
to be some of the 
most meaningful ever 
penned in the English 
language. 

But parting is such 
sweet sorrow when 
it comes to taking 
these words away 
from the story itself. 

If the beautiful words 
are gone, inevitably 
you are still left with a 
huge helping of drama 
and passion which 
translates fantastically 
well into the medium 
of ballet. 

So earlier this week I 
visited Northampton's 
Royal & Derogate to enjoy 
the Moscow City Ballet's 
rendition of Romeo and 
Juliet. 

Despite the lack of Shake¬ 
spearean text, the story 
of "star-crossed" lovers 
Romeo and Juliet, who 
defy their warring families 
to secretly marry, comes 
across powerfully. 

I cannot pretend to be an 
expert on each individual 
pirouette, but I can see that 
the true test in ballet is to 
be able to convey a story 
while carrying out com¬ 
plicated sequences with 
grace and apparent ease. 
Although traditional in cos¬ 
tume and set, the Moscow 
City Ballet made this famil¬ 
iar story their own through 
the talent and charisma of 
a wonderful cast. 

Alevtina Lapshina really 
shone as the elfin and bub¬ 
bly young Juliet, alongside 
the equally brilliant Talgat 
Kozhabayev as Romeo.

I particularly enjoyed the 
choreography and perform¬ 
ance of the sequences she 
plays when the Capulets 
bully her into meeting 
Paris, a young suitor who 
is preparing to ask her to 
marry him, not realising 
she is secretly married. 
Another star of the show 
was Daniil Orlov, who 
brought a real sense of 
venom and hatred to the 
role of Juliet's cousin 
Tybalt. 

Moscow City Ballet will 
continue their Northamp¬ 
ton run from today until 
Saturday with perform¬ 
ances of Tchaikovsky's 
Swan Lake.

The sunset years 


A dapted from Deborah Moggach's 
novel These Foolish Things, The 
Best Exotic Marigold Hotel is a 
hilarious and touching comedy about 
growing old disgracefully. 

01 Parker’s warm and witty script 
provides the predominantly British 
cast with moments to shine and tug our 
heartstrings as love is lost and found 
beneath a foreign sun. 

Director John Madden, who previ¬ 
ously helmed the Oscar-winning Shake¬ 
speare In Love, captures a different side 
to life in modern India than the poverty 
and crime of Slumdog Millionaire. 

The teeming streets of Rajasthan 
burst with colour and vitality and com¬ 
poser Thomas Newman adds plenty of 
spice with his score. 

Performances are an embarrassment 
of riches, from Maggie Smith’s racist 
housekeeper, who surveys a black nurse 
at her local hospital and sneers, “He 
can wash all he likes - that colour’s not 
coming out”, to Penelope Wilton’s well- 
to-do wife, who constantly belittles her 
husband, telling him, “When I want your 
opinion. I’ll give it to you.” 

Our opinion of Madden’s film is ex¬ 
tremely favourable. Evelyn (Judi Dench) 
has recently lost her husband and is 
coming to terms with solitude in her 
twilight years. 

Determined to start anew, she aban¬ 
dons Britain for the balmier climes of 
Jaipur and a grand retirement home 
called The Best Exotic Marigold Hotel. 



En route, Evelyn meets six other reti¬ 
rees all bound for this “luxury develop¬ 
ment for residents in their golden years”: 
cantankerous wheelchair user Muriel 
(Smith), who is bypassing the NHS wait¬ 
ing lists to undergo a hip replacement 
abroad; waspish snob Jean (Wilton) and 
her long-suffering husband Douglas 
(Bill Nighy); retired judge Graham (Tom 
Wilkinson); incorrigible ladies’ man 
Norman (Ronald Pickup); and love-hun¬ 
gry spinster Madge (Celia Imrie). 

When the exhausted travellers arrive 
at their destination, they discover a 
building in disrepair and an inexperi¬ 
enced manager. Sonny (Dev Patel), strug¬ 


gling to keep the creditors off his back. 

The Best Exotic Marigold Hotel is a 
delight, milking laughter and tears as 
characters reach crossroads in their 
lives. Like The King’s Speech, it’s a film 
with appeal across the generations, tap¬ 
ping into universal fears of being forgot¬ 
ten in old age. 

Dench is the emotional heart, narrat¬ 
ing drolly in voiceover, while Wilkinson 
delivers a beautifully nuanced perform¬ 
ance as a man with heartbreaking ties 
to India. Imrie and Pickup are delicious 
comic relief. Smith is in imperious form 
as a xenophobic working-class battle-axe. 

Age hasn’t dulled her rapier wit.

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ROADTEST: Skoda Octavia VRS 2.0 TFSI 


REVIEW BY

an octave 


I T’S too easy to spend £20,000 on a modest 
new car these days, so a mildly immodest 
one at the same price ought to be worth 
a look. 

Step forward the speediest Skoda you can 
buy in the spacious shape of the Octavia 
vRS, easily capable of ISOmph with a gentle 
following breeze. 

Actually, Skoda last year built a quicker 
one - it topped an extraordinary 227mph 
on a dried lake bed in Utah - but you really 
wouldn’t want to drive it to the shops. Not 
with an engine tuned for all-out power, no 
rear brakes and no interior trim. 

Better by far to stick to the car you see 
here; demurely dressed up for its go-faster 
role in the Skoda stable with a special vRS 
front bumper, modest rear spoiler and red 
brake calipers glinting through the large 
alloy wheels. Looked good in the Daz white 
of the test car, though. 

There’s a similarly gentle reworking 
inside of the stock Octavia package, with 
grippier front seats and some scattered vRS 
badges to hint at the performance on tap. 

Which is considerable, thanks to a 
tweaked and turbocharged petrol engine 
that deliciously combines the instant low 
speed pull of a good diesel with a very 
petrol-like ability to hang on to the revs 
when you’re in the mood. 

In fact, the Octavia vRS is a bit of a 
flier, covering ground at a rate that 


makes a glance at the speedo something of 
a surprise. Just as well it’s easy to read (yes, 
officer I will check more carefully in future). 

The transition from simple family trans¬ 
port to a sporty five seater is completed by 
a suspension set up just the right side of 
overly firm, at least on too many awful Brit¬ 
ish roads. 

Find a stretch of Tarmac that mimics 
what you’ll commonly find on mainland 
Europe (remember, the Octavia was hatched 
in the Czech Republic) and it rides 
like a well controlled limo. A 
bit of bad British blacktop 
has the back end buck- / 

ing a bit. J 

Even so, i 


miles. Like everything from the Volkswa¬ 
gen Group (that takes in Audi and Seat too, 
remember) there’s a sense that the designers 
behind the Octavia were serious about their 
work. 

So you’ll find no foibles or fripperies here. 
Instead, there’s a pleasant solidity about 
the way everything works, from a cultured 
clunk as a door clos- es to the positive way 
everything you / touch responds as

has been removed. 

The asking price might look like a mis¬ 
print but this roomy car (the boot’s vast) is 
not lacking goodies to keep the price down, 
or not lacking many. 

Standard fit includes big alloy wheels, 
dual climate control, an excellent sound sys¬ 
tem and cruise control. You’ll have to pay an 
extra £305 for rear parking sensors, needed 
in a car this big with a spoiler-restricted 
rear view, and I’d find £75 to ditch the can of 
puncture repair gloop for a spacesaver tyre. 

There’s a diesel vRS available for a £960 
premium. It’s rather slower than the petrol 
model but decidedly more economical (I 
managed 36mpg in the petrol test car but 
might approach 50mpg in the diesel), 
but is simply less fun to drive. 

And isn’t that why you might / 
buy the vRS in the first

AIDY BOOTHROYD 
revealed he had "a 
bit of a moan" at his 
Cobblers players af¬ 
ter Tuesday night's 
win over Macclesfield, 
despite it being the 
side's second win on 
the spin. 

Town beat the Silkmen 
3-2 which was enough to en¬ 
hance their position at the 
foot of the npower League 
Two table, but did not lift 
them out of the bottom two. 

Michael Jacobs, Luke 
Guttridge and Adebayo 
Akinfenwa got the goals 
that sank Macclesfield but 


it was an error-strewn dis¬ 
play with a nervous finish, 
and one Boothroyd was not 
happy with. 

“I had a bit of a moan 
at them after the game be¬ 
cause we started so slowly,” 
he said. 

“We were like a boxer 
waiting to be punched be¬ 
fore we retaliated. 

“It was one of those 
games where you’re never 
in any trouble - and I don’t 
mean that disrespectfully 
-1 just didn’t think that we 
played very well. 

“We allowed them into the 
game and when they score a 
goal like they did you start 
to think ‘oh no, we’ve been 


here before’. Goal differ¬ 
ence could be the difference 
between us finishing higher 
up the table and it was just a 
bit sloppy 

“I’ve had my say and to¬ 
day we start preparing for 
Port Vale.” 

Macclesfield got the 
nerves jangling for the 
home side by making the 
score 3-2 in the final min¬ 
utes of the game, and debu¬ 
tant goalkeeper Matt Duke 
- signed on loan on Monday 
from Bradford City - was 
called upon to show safe 
hands on a couple of occa¬ 
sions after that as the visi¬ 
tors threw everything they 
had at Town. 


They held on for the 
three points and al¬ 
though Boothroyd did 
not feel his side were ever 
likely to lose the game, he 
was not happy with general 
performance level. 

“I know we’re a little bit 
fragile and I know the crowd 
are quiet because they’re 
not sure what they’re going 
to get,” he said. 

“We didn’t feel like we 
were in any danger but then 
you get to a stage where 
you start to concede sloppy 
goals. He should never have 
conceded those goals, they 
were very poor, and I think 
we could have scored a lot 
more than the three we did. 


“I said after the Wimble¬ 
don game that we would 
play a lot worse than that 
and win and we did, in this 
game.” 

The Cobblers will be aim¬ 
ing to make it three home 
wins on the spin this Sat¬ 
urday when they entertain 
Port Vale at Sixfields (ko 
3pm). 

Admission to the Vale 
game is just £10 for adults 
and £5 for children, with 
some proceeds from the 
sales also going towards the 
Chron’s and Cobblers’ joint 
fundraising venture for the 
Macmillan appeal to fund a 
new blood cancer treatment 
unit at NGH. 


PDJ out 
to land 
a start 

PAUL DORAN-JONES is hoping to get 
a starting spot for Saints to press his 
claims to be in the England side. 

The Saints prop was called up as in¬ 
jury cover for David Wilson last week 
and is currently back in the England 
training camp as they prepare for 
Saturday’s Twickenham clash with 
Wales. 

Doran-Jones won three caps for Eng¬ 
land in 2009, and is part of the England 
Saxons squad this season. 

The 26-year-old is desperate to re¬ 
gain a place in the England team and 
feels a starting role for Saints would 
be a step in the right direction, with 
tough trips to London Irish and Sara¬ 
cens coming up. 

Doran-Jones has not started for 
Northampton since January 6 in the 
home Premiership win over Harle¬ 
quins, with Brian Mujati being pre¬ 
ferred. 

But the former Gloucester prop said: 
“Hopefully there will be a start in there 
for me over the next couple of games, 
we will see how it is. 

“Obviously I am hopeful of getting 
into the England team, but I am still 
only there as injury cover, so I am just 
holding a bag at the moment. 

“It is good to be involved, but it is 
also good to come back here at North- 
amptonandhopefullyitdoesn’teffectmy 
continuity” 

Doran-Jones joined Northampton as 
a prop who can play on both sides of 
the scrum, but he has mainly appeared 
at tighthead this season. 

His versatility could be an asset in 
forcing his way into the England 22, 
with Saracens’ Matt Stevens the man 
on the bench behind starting props 
Dan Cole and Alex Corbisiero. 

Doran-Jones is close to breaking 
through but knows starting for Saints 
over the next few games would really 
help. 

Though being split with England du¬ 
ties means he has to work hard to keep 
his focus on Saints. 

“Being away for the last couple of 
games it is about re-familiarising my¬ 
self with what has changed at North¬ 
ampton,” said Doran-Jones. 

“Learning what is new and just get¬ 
ting the game plan back in my head. 

“I felt good out there on Saturday 
and it was good to be back at Fran¬ 
klin’s Gardens, it feels like I haven’t 
played there for ages.” 

Saints were 24-17 winners over Sale 
Sharks last weekend to go third in 
the Aviva Premiership table, and this 
Sunday they are back in league action 
when they travel to London Irish (ko 
1.15pm). 

England, who could field as many 
as six Saints players in their starting 
line-up, will be aiming to make it three 
wins out of three in the Six Nations 
when they entertain Wales at Twick¬ 
enham (ko 4pm).
